THOUGHTS 


Too Big A Bite 


One of the frustrating things about government by com- 
mittee is that it frequently stimulates more reaction than 
action. It may be more democratic for elected officials 
(and it is possible to quarrel with this attitude) to split 
responsibility for decision making with groups of citizen 
“‘experts’’, but it makes for a very indirect way of coming 


to the point. 


Committees invariably have difficulty in restricting 
inquiries to a narrow frame of reference, a problem that 
has confronted Andover’s latest committee — appointed to 
advise the Board of Selectmen on the practicality of a 


space leasing proposal. 


The proposal has come from two local businessmen 
turned developers. It offers the town temporary quarters 
in a new commercial office building to be constructed in 
Elm Square on the site once ear-marked (in Urban Renewal 
plans) for a municipal government center, 

The Selectmen viewed the offer as a possible short-term 
solution to the growing need for improved facilities. The 
big question’; Is it a solution we can afford? 

It is this question, the one of ‘‘economic feasibility”’ 
that the Board asked an eight-member committee to con- 
sider. True, iit is not a question that can be considered in 
a total vacuum, But neither is it a question that should 
lead to a consideration of the desirability of leasing in 
general, nor the laying of plans for the ultimate preserva- 
tion or destruction of Town Hall. These, and numerous 
others that come to mind, are questions for our long-range 
policy makers — the Selectmen — to lay out for Town 
Meeting if and when they choose to insert an article in the 
Warrant asking for funds to support a lease program. 

It is valid for the committee to seek some sort of cursory 
estimate of what it would cost to shore up Town Hall and 
maintain it for the five to seven years of the proposed 


lease. 


But the town is not lacking for opinions about what 
should be the final solution to the municipal housing 
problem — it has a sheaf of professional and non-profes- 
sional plans to draw upon. And the Board of Selectmen, 
long involved with the formulating of some long-range 
attitudes about how the town should develop, has some 


ideas of its own. 


On the surface of it, a leasing plan has merit if the 
town is to consider the complete inner reconstruction of 
the present Town Hall or the use of the site for a new 
construction. If, as some propose, a new Town government 
center is to be laid out on the former Shaw property — the 
municipal parking lot — it has less merit. Presumably 
Manager Bowen and his staff could live with some further 
inconvenience if specific and dated plans for development 


of that site were announced. 


It is hoped that the ‘‘Feasibility’”’ committee will stick 
to restricted economic comparisons in making a decision 
about whether to stand for or against leasing. 

And that the Selectmen, in any event, will come forth 
THIS YEAR with a concrete proposal for a refurbished or 
new Town Hall complex that can be accepted by the Town 
and allowed for in upcoming budgets. 

To delay longer is to invite the establishment of stil] 


another study committee. 


If there is anything this town doesn’t need, it is an 
additional voluminous report to stash away with those 


already at rest in the manager’s vault.

Mr, Smith saved his favorite 
literary reading, among which are 
the WORKS of Edmund Spenser,

Fish Growth Regulated 
By Mystery Ingredient

If you ever have owned goldfish, 
you may have noticed they never 
grow too large for the bow] in which 
they live, 

Yet, the same goldfish would 
have grown into large carp if they 
had been released in a pond or 
sluggish river, Occasionally a 
fisherman pulls a four or fivee 
pound goldfish from the Charles 
River, for instance, Inmany states 
goldfish have been banned as bait 
because those that escape become 
huge carp, roiling the water with 
mud as they forage for plant food, 

The exact mechanism that re- 
gulates a fish’s growth remains 
imperfectly understood, In fact, 
some of the better manuals on 
fish physiology refer to the 
phenomenon involved in fish growth 
as ‘*autocatalytic’’ which means 
that something within the fish acts 
upon it ~ a fact so obvious that the 
word offers no explanation at all. 

The truth is that fish never cease 
growing so long as they live, A 
man becomes full-grown at some= 
where around 21 to 25, but each 


year a fish acquires more body, 


Theoretically, a fish could grow 
as large as its bony structure 
could support, which would be very 
great indeed, since the water en« 
vironment in which it lives 
supports most of its weight anyway, 

The fact that fish do not cease 


growing, however, tells little about, 


the rate of growth, And it is this
